Diseases

1 Corinthians 11:29, 30, “For he that eateth and drink- 
eth unworthily, eateth and drinketh damnation to him- 
self, not discerning the Lord’s body. For this cause many 
are weak and sickly among you, and many sleep.” 


HE CAUSES FOR WEAK, sickly Christians are 
} numerous. I shall let God’s Word tell you what 
they are, and give you a remedy for them—a sure 
cure. In Colossians 3:1-10, we read: “If ye then be risen 
with Christ, seek those things which are above, where 
Christ sitteth on the right hand of God. Set your af- 
fection on things above, not on things on the earth. For 
ye are dead, and your life is hid with Christ in God. 
When Christ, who is our life shall appear, then shall ye 
also appear with him in glory. Mortify therefore your 
members which are upon the earth; fornication, un- 
cleanness, inordinate affection, evil concupiscence, and 
covetousness, which is idolatry. For which things’ sake 
the wrath of God cometh on the children of disobedience: 
In the which ye also walked some time, when ye lived 
in them. But now ye also put off all these; anger, wrath, 
malice, blasphemy, filthy communication out of your 
mouth. Lie not one to another, seeing that ye have put 
off the old man with his deeds; And have put on the new 
man, which is renewed in knowledge after the image of 
him that created him.” 

Some of these things have eaten themselves into your 
spiritual life like a cancer. You are running spiritual 
temperatures. It is time for you to have spiritual check- 
ups. 

Pride is one of the spiritual diseases among Christians 
today. The Lord hates a proud look, Prov. 6:17. It is good 
for Christians to dress well and have the nice things 
in life. I believe God wants His children to have the best, 
but to be too proud to kneel at an altar of prayer, shed 
a tear, or to let God have His way is sinful pride. If 
you are bothered with pride, you are running a low 
spiritual temperature; you are weak and sickly. 

You had better get a good grip on yourselves now, for 
this will surely stun some of you. In Hebrews 12:5-11, 
we read: “And ye have forgotten the exhortation which 
speaketh unto you as unto children, My son, despise not 
thou the chastening of the Lord, nor faint when thou 
art rebuked of him: For whom the Lord loveth he chas- 
teneth, and scourgeth every son whom he receiveth. If 
ye endure chastening, God dealeth with you as with sons; 
for what son is he whom the father chasteneth not? 

ut if ye be without chastisement, whereof all are par- 

kers, then are ye bastards and not sons. Furthermore 
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we have had fathers of our flesh which corrected us, 
and we gave them reverence: shall we not much rather 
be in subjection unto the Father of spirits and live? 
For they verily for a few days chasteneth us after their 
own pleasure; but he for our profit, that we might be 
partakers of his holiness. Now, no chastening for the 
present seemeth to be joyous, but grievous: neverthe- 
less afterward it yieldeth the peaceable fruit of righteous- 
ness unto them which are exercised thereby.” 


SOME OF YOU ARE running such low spir- 
itual temperatures that I am afraid you may faint on 
this one, but it is God’s Word—not mine. I am going to 
say this, and I can say it without fear: Some of you 
cannot take the Sunday morning sermon of the pastor. 
You are so diseased, and so weak that you run off and 
pout at the preaching of God’s Word. Can you say, 
Amen? Read Hebrews 12:8 again; it will do you good! 

Jealousy is another spiritual disease that is prevalent 
in our midst today, and it is one of the most crippling 
of all spiritual diseases. Folk suffering from this disease 
are in a critical condition indeed! Some of you are so 
jealous that it hurts you to see your brother or sister 
get a good blessing from God. If someone is given a 
position in the church,.you are so jealous you will not 
come to church again until he has been voted out of 
the position. I have been in the Church for fourteen 
years; I know whereof I speak. I am preaching to you 
on “Spiritual Diseases.” 

Now I come to the number one killer in every church 
of the world—the spiritual disease called “Gossip.” Gos- 
sip causes some of you to run such low spiritual temp- 
eratures that it takes a week to pray through over a 
five-minute piece of gossip you have spread. Gossip has 
destroyed more churches and caused more spiritual dis- 
ease than any other spiritual disease known to man! If 
you want further proof on the subject, read the third 
chapter of James. 

I have given you just a few of the major diseases of 
the Christians; now, I shall give you some minor ones. 
They are still spiritual diseases, and they, too, cause low 
spiritual temperatures. There is a disease we call “Sun- 
day-itis”; have you ever heard of it? The person suf- 
fering with “Sunday-itis” finds it very difficult to get out 
of bed on Sunday morning and get to Sunday School 
and the morning worship service. ‘“Sunday-itis” is a very 
common disease among church members today. 

Another spiritual disease that is taking its toll among

E ARE LIVING in an age in which modernism 

has made vast inroads into theology and Chris- 

tian beliefs. We live in an age in which it is 
vitally important that we, as ministers and laymen, know 
just what we do believe. Modernism propounds many new 
theories and many accept them without carefully exam- 
ining them to see just what they are all about. 

One of the basic Christian doctrines that is being at- 
tacked on almost every hand is the doctrine of the virgin 
birth of our Lord Jesus Christ. Modernists will tell us that 
this is no basic doctrine; that it has little bearing on our 
Christian theology. But this is not true. The doctrine of 
the virgin birth is very important and is a Christian doc- 
trine that we must not lose our hold upon. 

I believe in the virgin birth whole-heartedly. I do not 
question it in any way. I believe that it is one of the 
most fundamental doctrines known to the Christian faith 
today. 

There has been an ever-increasing tendency among 
many theologians to discard anything that is supernatur- 
al. But, if we discard all that is supernatural, we dis- 
card all that is basic in Christianity. Our religion is a 
supernatural religion. It proceeds from a supernatural 
Being—God the Father—who has revealed Himself in His 
supernatural Son, Jesus Christ. Jesus, while on earth, per- 
formed supernatural acts and was miraculously raised 
from the dead. Christianity believes in a supernatural 
Holy Ghost—the power of God that truly works miracles 
in the lives of men and women. We believe in a super- 
natural experience of salvation, sanctification, and the 
marvelous Baptism of the Holy Ghost. Every force attack- 
ing Christianity today repudiates supernaturalism. But, 
basically, Christianity is a supernatural religion. It has 
never been anything else and will never be otherwise. To 
discard the supernatural is to discard our religion itself. 

I believe in the virgin birth and in the miraculous ele- 
ments involved in the life of Jesus Christ. There are four 
principal reasons why I hold to these beliefs: 

(1) I believe in the authenticity of the Scriptures. The 
Bible clearly states that Jesus Christ was born of a vir- 
gin. It also very clearly tells us of the many miracles that 
our Master performed while here on earth. The Word of 
God cannot be taken lightly. The Bible, both by history 
and by prophecy, has proved itself to be true. If we dis- 
card the miraculous in the life of Christ, then we must 
cast aside our belief in the authenticity of the Bible it- 
self. If the Bible is true, then the virgin birth and the 
miracles are true. 

(2) The virgin birth and the miracles of Jesus are no

more supernatural than are many other miracles—such 
as the creation, the Resurrection, and the like. The world 
itself is evidence of creation, and yet creation was a great 
miracle. The Resurrection of Jesus is one of the best at- 
tested facts of ancient history. Yet, the Resurrection is in 
every way miraculous. Why accept the miracle of crea- 
tion, of the Resurrection, and others, and then reject the 
virgin birth and earthly miracles of Jesus? Let us be con- 
sistent. 

(3) The miracles of Jesus were performed for a reason. 
Jesus often used the miraculous for the purpose of 
strengthening the belief of those about Him. So, today, 
the miracles of healing and of the world about us ought 
to strengthen our belief in God and in the power of His 
Son, Jesus Christ. 

(4) The day of miracles is not gone. Jesus Christ is the 
same “yesterday, today, and forever.” He, who healed the 
sick, brought sight to the blind, made the lame to walk— 
this same Jesus—is still able to work mighty miracles. 
The power of Jesus Christ is just the same today as it 
was nineteen centuries ago. 

So you are looking for a modern-day miracle? What is 
it but a miracle when a sinner is saved by grace? What 
is it but a miracle when a down-and-out alcoholic is 
saved by the power of God and transformed into a good, 
clean Christian man? What but a miracle can change 
the Mary Magdalenes of the street into good virtuous 
women? Yes, miracles are still being performed every day! 

The doctrine of the virgin birth itself is very basic in 
our Christian theology. There are many reasons why I 
believe in it and why I maintain that, as a part of our 
faith, it cannot be given up. 

When we bring the doctrine of the virgin birth into 
question we immediately bring many other doctrines in- 
to question. Let us see: 

(1) When we disbelieve in the virgin birth we call into 
question our belief in the deity, or divinity, of Jesus Christ. 
The Scriptures tell us that Jesus Christ was the Son of 
God—the ONLY begotten Son of the Heavenly Father. If 
Jesus was born of a virgin, directly the Son of God, then 
He was truly God on earth. It was true that He was “fully” 
God, just as through His human mother He was “fully” 
man. If Jesus were not the direct Son of God but only 
the son of Joseph, Jesus was not in any sense God on 
earth. If so, then He was merely human and could not be 
termed divine. The Scriptures tell us that Jesus Christ 

as conceived by the Holy Ghost and born of the Virgin 

ary; therefore, Jesus was “fully” God. 
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(2) When we disbelieve the virgin birth we call into 
question our belief in the pre-existence of Christ. John’s 
Gospel tells us that “In the beginning was the Word, and 
the Word was with God, and the Word was God,” John 
1:1. Many references in the Bible point out to us that Je- 
sus Christ eternally existed in Heaven before He came to 
earth in human form. If we accept the virgin birth, we 
can easily accept the doctrine of Jesus’ having been pre- 
existent. If we discard the virgin birth and make Jesus 
the human son of Joseph, then Jesus was in no way pre- 
existent. If Jesus were merely human then He was no 
more pre-existent than any of us are, but the Bible spe- 
cifically tells us that Jesus was pre-existent and was born 
of the Virgin Mary. 

(3) By questioning the doctrine of the virgin birth we, 
in turn, question our belief in the Trinity. The Declara- 
tion of Faith of our Church states that we believe “in one 
God, eternally existing in three persons, namely: The 
Father, the Son, and the Holy Ghost.” If Jesus was the 
divine Son of God, then He rightly belongs in the God- 
head, or Trinity. But, if Jesus were merely human, born 
of Joseph, then Jesus has no more place in the Trinity 
than any other human. If Jesus were not divine, then 
why place Him in the Godhead? We must realize that 
when we question the doctrine of the virgin birth we are 
in turn bringing into question one of the oldest and best 
established of all Christian doctrines—that of the Trinity. 
The Bible is clear—Jesus is “fully” God, born of the Vir- 
gin Mary, and rightly a part of the Trinity. 

(4) Bringing into question the doctrine of the virgin 
birth also brings into question the doctrine of the perfect- 
ness of Jesus Christ. Christians have always held that Je- 
sus Christ was the perfect One—that He was without sin 
or blemish. Being the Son of God, such could be true. If 
Jesus were purely human, then surely He could not have 
been perfect. There has never been a perfect human 
being, and Jesus would not have been the exception. But 
God does not sin. God is perfect. And, as the divine Son 
of God, born of the Virgin Mary, Jesus Christ was also 
perfect. 

(5) The doctrine of the virgin birth is also closely re- 
lated to the doctrine of the atonement. If we reject the 
belief in the virgin birth, then we make Jesus purely hu- 
man. A human Jesus could not have atoned for the sins 
of mankind on the cross, for as a human, Jesus Him- 
self would have been under the curse of sin. If Jesus were 
not divine, then He would have been a sinner, depraved

Wicked Haman had caused the 
king to sign a decree that all the Jews in the kingdom 
should be killed. When Mordecai heard about it, he came 
to Esther and said, “You must help us, Esther. We are 
your people and we are going to be killed.” Esther 
thought, “Why, everything is before me—my future— 
everything. What can I do?” Turning to Mordecai, she 
said, “You fast and pray for three days and so will I; 
then I will give you my answer.” At the end of the three 
days her answer was, “I will go and ask the king to de- 
liver my people.” She called her maids to dress her and 
make her as beautiful as possible. She walked slowly 
down the corridor to the throne room. As she walked 
she looked at the walls, the rich tapestry, the carpets, 
and thought, “This is my dream come true—my happi- 
ness, but I am willing to sacrifice it to save my people.” 


As she neared the door and the guards swung it wide,

these immortal words flashed through her mind: “You 
have come to the kingdom for such an hour as this.” 
The king looked up in startled surprise. Then a smile 
Slowly played across his face as he held out the scepter 
which bade her to enter. “Queen Esther, what is it that 
troubles you so? Why is it that you risked your life to 
come before me?” This was all she needed; she had won. 
God delivered His people through a young woman who 
was willing to say, “Not my will but thine.” 


GoD NEEDS YOUNG people today who are 
willing to pay the price; young people who are willing 
to sacrifice and not be afraid to stand alone. There are 
three times as many juvenile criminals as there are col- 
lege students; there are thousands today groping in the 
valley of decision.

Four years ago I stood with five hundred other per- 
sons on the gigantic platform of the public auditorium 
in Portland, Oregon, and received my diploma from high 
school. As I walked down the aisle I tried to grasp what 
had been said that night—what the speaker had been 
trying to tell us. It was a little new and foreign, but I 
had tried to understand—“Now you are Mr. and Mrs. 
Citizen. Now the United States is yours to make or to 
break. You are the future teachers, doctors, lawyers, 
and preachers. It is your world now; go and make 
something of it.” The word future kept going over and 
over in my mind. I tried to grasp it but somehow I could 
not, for that night, as we walked, we walked in the shad- 
ow of the most hideous monster this world has ever 
known. We walked in the shadow of the hydrogen bomb. 
Little did I know that many of us were marching for 
the last time. That was in June. By Christmas of the 
same year many of these boys lay corpses on the red 
hills of Korea. Future? There was no future. I feel justi- 
fied in saying that the word “future” is the emptiest 
word in the human vocabulary today. Behind us stands 
a grim-faced generation that says, “Go ahead, make 
something of it. You are young and strong, you can do 
it; go ahead.” Never before has a generation been faced 
with the pressures and struggles we are faced with in 
this atomic age. Our generation is handing us something 
that has never been handled before. They are giving 
us a dream that is tarnished, a future that is empty, 
and a paradise that is lost. 

God is giving us a command to rebuild, to refill, and 
to regain. May He help us to accept it and tell the thou- 
sands that are without Christ that He saves, heals, and 
baptizes; that through this world of sorrow we are head- 
ing for a tomorrow. It is God’s tomorrow. Just over the 
hilltop it is waiting for us. Take this charge, young peo- 
ple! God is calling. Will you answer?

Christians today is “weather sickness.” If it is cold, it 
is too cold; if it is hot, it is too hot; a little shower of 
rain is very frightening. You are running a low spiritual 


temperature, my friend. 
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“Disunity” is still another disease that causes weak, 
sickly Christians in our churches today. The Psalmist 
David said: “Behold how good and how pleasant it is 
for brethren to dwell together in unity,” Psalm 133:1. 
A church that is in unity, is a growing church. 

The last disease that I will bring to your attention that 
is causing many low spiritual temperatures is “lack of 
prayer.” In 1 Thessalonians 5:17, Paul admonishes us 
to “Pray without ceasing.” Many of you have, as one 
minister once said, “ceased to pray”; thus causing very 
low spiritual temperatures, indeed! A prayerless life is a 
Christless life. The person who fails to pray is weak 
and sickly, and if the condition is not soon remedied he 
or she will soon sleep (spiritually). 

I told you in the beginning of this message that I 
would give you a sure cure for all your spiritual diseases. 
Here is the cure: Go to the Great Physician, Jesus Christ 
the Lord; take a bath in the Fountain of Life; eat of 
the Bread of Life; obey the Giver of Life; drink of the 
Water of Life, and live forever! That, my friend, is your 
remedy and sure cure for all your spiritual diseases.

in nature as all other men since the fall of Adam. How, 
then, could a depraved human atone for the sins of hu- 
manity? Such could not be. Only the divine Son of God 
could pay the full, sufficient price for the sins of man- 
kind. Only the Son of God, born of a virgin, could atone 
for our sins. And, it was this Jesus Christ, born of the 
Virgin Mary, who did pay such a price for us. 

(6) Finally, when we question the virgin birth, we ques- 
tion our belief in the eternal glory of Jesus Christ. Chris- 
tians believe that Jesus ascended into Heaven—there to 
sit at the right hand of the throne of God. There He is 
to judge mankind; there He is to reign forever as the 
King of Glory. What right would an ordinary human 
have in such an exalted position—none whatever. No 
more right would such a one have there than any among 
us would have. No mere human is going to have such a 
privilege; such is reserved for the divine Son of God, born 
of the Virgin herself. 

So, I do not hesitate to say clearly that I do believe in 
the virgin birth. Not only do I believe in the virgin birth, 
but also I believe in all the miraculous and supernatural 
elements of our Christian faith. It is not for me to ques- 
tion the “how” of these things, for I know that the ways 
of God are far beyond the understanding of man. I sim- 
ply accept them in faith, believing that there will come 
a time, perhaps in yonder fair city, when I shall under- 
stand them more fully than I do now.

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BARGAIN TAXI RATES SET FOR 
CHURCHGOERS (ERA-6-8-55) 

It costs less now to go to church by 
taxicab in Coraopolis, Penna. The 
Public Utility Commission has au- 
thorized Seth Payne, trading as the 
Coraopolis Taxi Service, to transport 
passengers to and from homes and 
churches in the borough at a special 
low Sunday rate for an experimental 
six-month period. 

PUC officials said they believed this 
is the first fare of its kind ever filed. 

In response to requests for the spe- 
cial church fare, Payne will charge 
35 cent for the first patron and 10 
cents for each additional rider be- 
tween any home and church from 
9 a.m. to 1 p.m. on Sundays. 

Payne’s regular schedule calls for 
base zone fares of 25, 35, and 50 cents. 


(MNS) At least 200 persons pro- 
fessed to accept Christ during a ser- 
ies of special religious lectures held 
in the auditorium of the American 
University at Beirut, Lebanon, April 3- 
6. Leaders of the campaign were 
Maurice Hanna and James DePas- 
quale, students at the University, sent 
there as lay missionaries by INTER- 


NATIONAL STUDENTS, INC. 

The American University’s student 
body, representing 50 nationalities, is 
predominantly Moslem. Six years ago 
faculty members were forbidden to 
mention the name of Jesus Christ in 
public lectures on university property. 
Permission for these meetings was 
granted by the acting president of the 
university. 

“You shall know the truth and the 
truth shall make you free,” was the 
theme of the series. Subjects of Han- 
na’s four messages were as follows: 
Christ Is the Truth About Man, Christ 
Is the Truth About God, Freedom 
From Sin, The Resurrection of Jesus 
Christ. 

Preceding the campus meetings, 
Hanna had conducted a series of 
meetings in the National Evangelical 
Church in Beirut, the largest national 
church in Lebanon and Syria, seating 
about 600. By the end of the week the 
church was filled. Many of those in 
attendance were from Ras Beirut, the 
best section of the city. Converts in- 
cluded teachers, students, housewives, 
business and professional men. 

An estimated 3,000 heard the gospel 
during the week and a half in the 
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church and the university auditorium. 
Results of the revival were widespread. 
In some cases whole families were 
converted. Thirty girls from one sec- 
ondary school came to Christ. Church- 
es were revived and Christians in- 
spired. Those who made decisions are 
being followed up by correspondence 
and weekly classes. 

INTERNATIONAL STUDENTS, INC. 
has a dual purpose: to introduce to 
Jesus Christ the 50,000 foreign stu- 
dents and overseas visitors who visit 
the United States every year, and to 
send mature Christian students over- 
seas to enter foreign universities as 
lay missionaries. In addition to Mau- 
rice Hanna and James DePasquale in 
Lebanon, John Bjorklund is doing 
Similar work at the American Uni- 
versity at Cairo. 


In London C. S. Lewis, Cambridge 
Literature Professor and Apologist for 
Christianity, said recently that history 
falls into three periods, “the pre- 
Christian, the Christian, and what 
may reasonably be called post-Chris- 
tian.” His term “post-Christian” de- 
scribes the secularism of our age. 
“Christians and pagans had much 
more in common with each other than 
either has with a post-Christian. The 

ap between those who worship dif- 
erent gods is not so wide as that be- 
tween those who worship and those 
who do not,” he says.
